:: It makes it obligatory upon all 
pa tail dealers to si!l these substitutes 
with wheat flour which is —miffed 
Preciously the miller was required to 
sell the slib-titute- to the retailer: 
now the obligation is transferred to 
the retailer in his sales. 

t. It docs away with the No. 1 
yellow certificate, and even the man 
who raises his own corn must now 
buy his twenty per cent substitutes 
with his wheat flour. 

.1. In the sale of wheat flour, 
twenty per cent of substitutes must 
be .old by retailers or by millers 
selling direct to the consumer, at 
the same time as the purchase of 
the wheat flour— not one day before 
nor one day after. 

n. Those buying Victor mixed 
flour, graham flour, or whole wheat 
flours do not need to buy any sub- 
stitutes with it. 

T. County Administrator must get 
in touch with all retailers within their 
counties and make sure that they un- 
derstand their obligation in regard 
to the sale of the substitutes as above 
set forth.

Put Torch to Villages. 

With the Fiench Armies in France, 
Sept. ft. The retreat of the Germans 
during the last two days has assumed 
a strong resemblance to that of March 
of last year. The horizon at night 
glows with the light of conflagrations, 
for which, however, the Germans them- 
selves are this time furnishing most 
of the fuel in their stoics of supplies 
that the pressure of the allies has 
obliged the enemy either to leave on 
tin' spot or destroy. 

The v I lltigcs named In the reports 
were scarcely more than the ruins of 
the villages destroyed more than I 
year ago. with only a few frame build- 
ings erected for the returning Inhab- 
itants. 

Find Death Traps. 

Death traps are being left behind 
by the enemy us they were last year. 
Noyon, for Instance. Is full of them. 
The engineering corps Is still at work 
seeking them out nnd where possible, 
making them harmless, Noyon, how- 
ever, Is three-quarters destroyed by 
explosions of mines to which time 
fuses had been attached and by the 
intense shelling to which the town 
WU8 subjected before the Hermans 
were driven out of range. 

Yanks Bring Up Big Quns. 

With the American Army on the 
Vesle Front, Sept. 0.— Menaced by a 
salient Increasing in danger, the Ger- 
mans begun a withdrawal from th 
Vesle valley to rhe right of the Amer- 
icans. On the west flunk the Ameri- 
cana held firmly, while the French ex- 
erted shurp pressure on the rear, but 
there hus developed a situation consid- 
erably different from that of the lust 
few duys In the region westward to- 
ward SoIssouh. The Oermuns fought 
more nearly In the spirit of their tra- 
ditions, hut slowly this continued to 
give way, leuvlng little doubt that the 
line from near Reims to that now 
along the Alsne would be qulckl* 
straightened. 

Yanks In Tight Place. 
The struggle Is being made to tba 
Americans' rigid and has placed them 
In a position where they are subject 
to a heavy enhludc, especially by tha 
artillery.

Apart from th highly efficient 
Intelligence bltreiius of I he allied gS9> 
end stall'. Swiss sources offef Die next 
ban) opportunity for learning facts 
about the German nriny which are 
generally not published, l'roiti one of 
these sources was traced the history 
sinc e the beginning of the year of one 
of the famous German divisions, the 
One Hundred and Ninety-seventh. This 
brief history may be taken as nn ex- 
ample of the OVOrWOfk to which the 
German troops are subjected and al- 
low us to form an estimate of their 
losses. 

One Division Traced. 

Formed in .lime, ltiK!, this division 
remained on the eastern front till I'eh- 
riuiry, litis. After losim: many of Its 
best soldiers the division w is hrouulit 
to the western front shortly before the 
beginning of the March OcTsBBtTO wtlh- 
out being in any way re-enforccd. cer- 
tain of its regiments containing com- 
panies of only llKi men.

Since the One Hundred and Mnofy- 
seventh division's entry Into the battle 
on June 1 Its losses have been very 
heavy, md are estimated at about a 
third of the effectives of June 2 and 
VI per cent of thOM of June .1. 

Such a system of wear and tear era- 
ployed for such n long period has 
wrought havoc in th.- ranks of the Ger- 
man army. The CBTOCUlCC have suf- 
fered heavily and every possible i 
hns been employed to obtain 
ants wilh which to fill in the ranks. 
The anticipated calling tip of th* 
youngest classes took place some time 
ago. almost nt the outset of the of- 
fensive. The Germans have already 
sent to the front the L-ieatcst part ol 
the 101!l class. 

According to the official bulletin of 
the Fourth German army, Isjjsjod last 
May. in order to augment the depicted 
divisions It lias been found neeossnry 
to employ men of the auxiliary service* 
In the lighting ranks. It has also been 
established that all Germans drafted 
out sire replaced by men of the aux- 
iliary services. 

There Is still another method which 
the Germans finally resorted to. They 
hnr* had to break up and dissolve 
whole regiments and, being unable to 
reorganize the units which had suf- 
fered too heavy losses ami to re-en- 
force those that were still of some 
value, they decided on the fusion Of 
numerous reL-imenls. 

It has been said that the strongest 
walls would crack If in order to fill 
up Its holes and crevices other holes 

were mad id under pressure of a
